Copies of the circular will 
be sent to Hoy Scout divis¬ 
ions asking them to cooper¬ 
ate with the police officers 
in seeing that laws against 
the killing of birds and use 
of firearms are obeyed.

Produce Modern Bed 

Included in the world’s long list 
of human benefactors is the un¬ 
known man w o first invented beds. 
The earliest beds—wicker bed¬ 
steads, formed of the midribs of 
palm leaves—are found figured in 
ancient Egyptian paintings. Ages 
ago the Egyptians either slept on 
their day couches, which were long 
and straight, sometimes possessing 
a back made of bronze, alabaster, 
gold, or Ivory, and richly cush¬ 
ioned, or they reposed on low pal¬ 
lets made of palm boughs, with 
wooden pillows hollowed out for 
the head. 

A recent writer reminds us that 
the evolution of beds in England 
stretches over a period of TOO 
years. Throughout the Thirteenth 
century even kings’ beds consisted 
very largely of straw. 

In later medieval times people 
all but sat up in their beds, so high 
at the upper end were the long mat¬ 
tresses lifted on piles of cushions. 
After the Twelfth century beds were 
occasionally made of bronze and 
other metals, but more often of 
wood carved and encrusted with or¬ 
naments. 

Narrow, at first, they gradually 
Increased In size until they reached 
a width of four yards. In such huge 
beds, we are told, ‘‘parents, chil¬ 
dren and sometimes dogs, were 
wont to take their night’s rest.”

DESSERTS FOR CHILDREN 

The first desserts of a child’s! 
dietary should consist of cooked I 
and sieved fruit pulp. One to j 
two table-spoonfuls of cooked 
apple, prune, pear or banana may 
be given the child of two years, j 
Later the cereal puddings, junket 
and custards may be added. Cer¬ 
eal, rnilk and eggs have been, a 
part of the child’s diet before 
they are used in the form of <ies- 
sercs. As puddings they add vaii- 
ety to the meal and give an op- i 
portunity of using part of the) 
quart of milk a day. 

Gelatin desserts are attractive 
and wholesome for the school 
child. Gelatin is a protein food, 
but not as valuable as milk and 
eggs. When the latter are added 
in “snow pudidng with custard 
sauce” a nutritious dish is sup-! 
plied. Gelatin is also a good car- 1 
rier of both dried and fresh fruits 
in desserts. The frozen dishes al¬ 
ways appeal to the child, but care 
must be taken in the selection of 
wholesomely made fruit ices and 
ice creams. They should not be 
too sweet or too rich when served 
to children. The milk and egg 
custard and ice cream is an ex¬ 
cellent dess^jh Good home-made 
frozen products are usually the 
best and safest for children. ; 

A child should be so trained 
from early infancy that he will ; 
be familiar only with desserts 
suitable for children and will 
therefore never cry for pie, rich 
| cakes and plum puddings which 
sometimes are served adult mem¬ 
bers of the family. Plain, yet 
palatable sponge cakes, crisp mo¬ 
lasses and oatmeal cookies are 
sufficient for the child. Occasion- j 
ally a stick of good sugar candy 
may be given for dissert. 

Wise meal planning will not ] 
indulge a child in any excessively 
sweet desserts. A normal child 
who has always eaten wholesome¬ 


ly will not crave unnecessary 
amounts of sweets. A child who 
refuses to eat his vegetables and 
other dinner foods but admits his 
ability to eat desserts has had 
faulty food training. 

The “teens” age boy and girl 
need wholesome desserts as well 
as the younger child. Indian 
pudding, rice and other cereal 
puddings with raisins and dates 
are excellent to supply calories 
and other dietary needs.
